Doctrinal and Practical 


Strong contrasts between that which 
is doctrinal and that which is practical 
may be dangerous. For they imply that 
doctrine“is something theoretical, aca- 
demic, which theologians discuss, but is 
not for everyday life. A nice sense of 
balance is needed here as in every other 
aspect of the Christian life. Think, for 
instance, what it would mean to Bible 
study if the two thoughts were kept in 


watertight compartments. In several of 
the Epistles great doctrines are set forth 
in the first part and practical precepts 
in the latter section. But this does not 
mean that we should read -the earlier 
chapters only once and give all our time 
and thought to the later chapters. Doc- 
trine is like the foundation of a house, 
hidden from view, but very necessary; 
while the precepts are like the super- 
structure, to be seen of men. We need 
to know well and believe the doctrine 
if we are to put the precepts into prac- 
tice. And the most subtle danger in 
drawing too sharp a distinction between 
the two is that it fosters the thought, 
which the natural man has anyway, that 
the Scriptures are not for practical peo- 
ple and cannot be carried out in every- 
day life.. Underlying this thought is 
rank unbelief and the sinful implication 
that God really does not know‘ what is 
best for men who have to make a living 
in this world. The dictionary says that 
“practical” means “pertaining to, or ob- 
tained through, experience or use; as, 
practical knowledge; capable of being 
put to use; having useful ends in view; 
capable of useful action; inclined to use- 
ful action rather than thought; as, a prac- 
tical disposition.” None of this is in 
conflict with the Bible, for “all scripture 
is given by inspiration of God, and is 
profitable for doctrine, for reproof, for 
correction, for instruction in righteous- 
ness: that the man of God may be per- 
fect, throughly furnished unto all good 


works” (2 Tim. 3:16, 17). ‘The doctrine 
of the forgiveness of sin through the 
shed blood of Christ lifts man’s heaviest 
load and sets him free to be a better 
workman. It is the blood of Christ 
which will “purge your conscience from 
dead works to serve the living God” 
(Heb, 9:14). The doctrine of the in- 
dwelling Holy Spirit is the secret of vic- 
tory and enables a man to say, “I can 
do all things through Christ which 
strengtheneth me” (Phil: 4:13). Five 
doctrines are mentioned in close con- 
nection with the fact that the Thessa- 
lonians “turned to God from idols to 
serve the living and true God” (1 Thess. 
1:9, 10). “That blessed hope,” or the 
doctrine of the second coming of Christ, 
is a strong motive for purity of life and 
zealous’ service. When the Lord Jesus 
said, “But seek ye first the kingdom of 
God, and his righteousness; and all these 
things shall be added unto you” (Matt. 
6:33), this was eminently practical, and 
multitudes have tested and proved His 
promise and found it to be true in this 
life here and now. If we allow our- 
selves to think that Bible doctrine and 
precepts are not practical, we fall into 
the error of thinking that our wisdom is 
greater than God’s and that He cannot 
enable us to carry out His commands. 
No, the doctrines of Scripture are not 
impractical. Those who know them best, 
keeping each part in its proper relation- 
ship to the whole, and trust God most 
completely are the most practical people.

Our reaping is 
always according to our sowing. If we 
put our all into the*service of Christ 
and the chutch we shall reap an abun- 
dant harvest of blessing. It may not 
be in our power during our student 
days to give liberally, in a financial 
sense, but we can all make a valuable 
contribution to our church in other 
ways. We can bring with us the sacri- 
fices of thanksgiving, “the gold of obe- 
dience,” the spirit of prayer, fellowship, 
and love. The total amount of prayer, 
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love, and fellowship in a church service 
depends on what we each contribute as 
individuals. If we each brought our full 
share each week, what an increase of 
warmth, brightness, fervor, and joy there 
would be in our churches! When we 
are absent the inspiration of our pres- 
ence and fellowship is missed. If we 
come in a cold, critical, prayerless 
spirit, then we shall not only be un- 
blessed ourselves, but we shall chill the 
spiritual atmosphere of the church. One 
Sullen, selfish child can spoil the hap- 
piness of a whole household and one 
selfish, worldly, provocative believer can 
work havoc in a church. So many get 
no blessing from the services of the 
hurch because they never get away 
ftom self; if only they thought rather of 
giving than receiving they would prove, 

“It is more blessed to give than to re- 

ceive” (Acts 20:35). 

We are also to bring to our church 
our talents, and there offer them will- 
ingly, joyfully to the Lord Jesus, that 
they may be used entirely for His glory. 
There is a great need today for the con- 
secrated service of believers, for so 
many Christian ministers are shoulder- 
ing a heavy burden which could be 
lightened, if only young, willing hearts 
would lend a helping hand. Pastors tell 
me how very hard they find it to get 
young people to consecrate their time 
and talents among the children of the 
Sunday school. They will come when 
they have no other engagement, but will 
not tie themselves down to take a class 
every Sunday. They want to please 
themselves, to suit their own con- 
venience. How different from the Sav- 
iour who “pleased not himself’ (Rom. 
15:3), but gave Himself wholly, will- 
ingly for our salvation. 

When Paul greatly desired to relieve 
Timothy, by some gifted, youthful en- 
thusiast volunteering to go to Philippi, 
he was compelled to say, “I have no man 
likeminded, who will naturally care for 
your state. For all seek their own, not 
the things which are Jesus Christ’s” 
(Phil. 2:20, 21). Let not the work of 
Christ suffer through our selfishness or 
apathy. Let us offer our best to Christ. 
Serve Him according to your gifts in 
the place where you are needed most. 
Be ready to do the humblest service for 
the sake of the Lord Jesus who “humbled 
himself, and became obedient unto 
death, even the death of the cross” (Phil. 
2:8). 

Under God we owe so much to the 
church, and it is only right we should 
prove our gratitude by serving it well 
in whatever way we can. It was through 
the agency of the Sunday school con- 
nected with our home church that many 
of us first learned to sing praises unto 
the Lord, to read the Bible; and we may 
recall some godly Sunday schoo] teacher 
who bore so patiently with us. How 
much the world owes to the great host 
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of Christian workers who labor so: faith- 
fully, year after year, to win the young 
for the Lord Jesus! My heart goes up 
in praise to God for my Sunday school 
teachers whose influence played such a 
great part in winning my young heart 
for Christ. Many remember their pas- 
tor whose preaching, example, kindly in- 
terest in our welfare has done so much 
to bind us to the Saviour. If only we 
would sit down at times and quietly ask 
ourselves, How much do I owe to the 
church?, we would be surprised, humili- 
ated, and moved to give our best in its 
sérvice. 

It is not right we should receive so 
much and give nothing in return. How 
could the church .continue if all the 
younger generation lived unto them- 
selves? Both the church and the young 
would suffer from that spiritual] death 
which is the penalty of selfishness. Re- 
member the Lord “died for all, that they 
which live should not henceforth live 
unto themselves, but unto him which 
died for them, and rose again” (2 Cor. 
5:15). 

There is an increasing tendency among 
young people to think that if they 
attend the Bible class or Sunday “school 
they have done their duty. There 
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are many Sunday school teachers, it is 
feared, who rarely attend divine wor- 
ship. These miss so much and are a 
bad example to others. In the church 
we can engage in corporate worship, 
singing praise unto God and having fel- 
lowship with those possessing a common 
love, faith, and hope. Early Christians 
who were tempted to neglect the serv- 
ices of the church were exhorted not 
to forsake “the assembling” of them- 
selves together “as the manner of some 
is’ (Heb. 10:25). So much depends on 
how we live during the week. If we 
find no place for Christ, for spiritual 
things during the week, then it is not 
surprising if we have no desire to meet 
with the Lord in His sanctuary on the 
Lord’s Day. If we spend Saturday eve- 
ning in worldly pleasure and retire to 
bed very late, we shall not feel in a 
spiritual mood on the Lord’s Day. But 
if we walk with our Lord and live to 
do His will during the week, we shall 
desire to meet with Him in His sanc- 
tuary on His day and to sing with His 
people:

All earthly joy excels,

The Greek Words for “Love” 


Can you tell me the Greek word 
that is translated “charity”? And the 
Greek word translated “love’? Also 
if more than one meaning is attached 
to the Greek words translated, I’d be 
glad to know all of them.—A Michigan 
reader, 


The Editor sent this inquiry to his son, 
David M. Howard, M.A., teacher and 
subrector in the seminary of the Latin 
America Mission, San Jose, Costa Rica. 
He replied as follows: 

“In the New Testament the words 


‘charity’ and ‘love’ are actually synony- 
mous. ‘Charity’ is the old English word 
used so often by the translators of the 
King James Version back in 1611. To- 
day the word ‘charity’ has lost much of 
its origina] depth, so we prefer to use 
love.’ 

“In Greek there are three words for 
‘love.’ The first, eros, never appears in 
the New Testament. It refers to a sen- 
sual passion, an unholy, dishonorable 
love. Archbishop Trench in his classical 
work, ‘Synonyms of the New Testament,’ 
observes that the word had become so 
corrupted by common worldly use that 
the truth of God abstained from defil- 
ing contact with the word. Instead, the 
revealed truth of God devised a new 
word to express that depth of love which 
is unknown to the carnal man outside 
of Christ. 

“This is the second word to be men- 
tioned, agapei, It appears only in the 
New Testament, the Septuagint (Greek 
Translation of the Hebrew Old Testa- 
ment made about 250 B.C.), and once in 
the Apocrypha, but there is no trace of 
it in any heathen writer, that is, in the 
Greek classics. It is significant that its 
first use, chronologically speaking, is 
found in the Song of Solomon in the 
Septuagint, where Solomon writes that 
sacred description of the Lover and the 
Beloved. 

“According to J..H. Thayer, in his 
‘Greek English Lexicon of the New Tes- 
tament’ (the standard New Testament

An exposure of a false cult in the light 


of Scripture 


COW any bo in a name?” Among 
my books is one entitled, “On 
the Amazons.” I thought it 
to be a book of travel until one day I 
opened it and saw the true title, “The 
Graver Thoughts of a Country Parson,” 
and so found it to be a volume of ser- 
mons. 

Likewise, the names of present-day 
cults are not. always an index of their 
real character. One of these deceptively 
named delusions is “The Unity School 
of Christianity.” That it is rather a 
school of anti-Christianity is proved by 
its literature, much of which I have re- 
cently studied, and therefore I know it 
firsthand. 

The ‘Unity Movement began in 1889 
with Mrs, Myrtle Fillmore, whose hus- 
band, Charles Fillmore, soon joined her 
in spreading what she called “this won- 
derful system of truth.” However, its 
ancestry goes back to the transcendental 
school of philosophy in England and 
America, with its ancient Hindu panthe- 
ism, and its emphasis, upon the omnipo- 
tence of the mind. Unity today is largely 
the continuation of New Thought, with 
much of Mrs. Eddy’s false philosophy 
and theology. 

The name “Unity” suggests the one- 
ness of God and man and also the soli- 
darity of all religions. Unity’s purpose 
is to serye as a religious educational 
institution, and not to found’ a new 
church or sect. While’ we agree with 
it ds to “the solidarity of all religions,” 
the truth is that Christianity is NOT a 
religion. It is a unique, divine, super- 
natural revelation of God. And just as 
the Lord Jesus does not belong in the 
same class with the “religious” founders 
of the world, but in a class all by Him- 
self, so, too, Christianity belongs in a 
class all by itself, and is not to be num- 
bered with the world’s religions. 


Unity DENIES THE UNIQUE, DIVINE 
INSPIRATION OF THE SCRIPTURES 

It does this by classing the Bible with 
the “saered books” of the world’s re- 
ligions. Unity teaches that “spiritual 
principle is embodied in the sacred 
books of the world’s living religions. 
Christians hold to the Bible as the su- 
preme exponent of spiritual principle. 
They believe that the Bible is the greatest 
and most deeply spiritual of all scrip- 
tures, though they realize that other 
scriptures, such as ‘the Zend-Avesta and 
the Upanishads, as well as the teachings 
of Buddha, the Koran, and the Tao of 
Lao-tse, and the writings of Confucius, 
contain expressions of eminent spiritual 


This is the first of two articles de- 
scribing a movement which was be- 
gun more than sixty years ago and 
has gained many devotees. Mr. Brown 
contrasts its teachings with Scrip- 
ture on twenty important points, thus 
showing how Unity has departed from 
the Bible.

truths” (“What Unity Teaches,”! p. 4). 
But the Bible belongs in a class all by 
itself. 

Unity also, by its metaphysical inter- 
pretation of the Bible, falsifies its true 
meaning, although it claims that “all its 
teachings are based on it” (“What Unity 
Teaches,”! p. 5% It is most certainly 
very far “off its base”! (2 Tim. 3:16, 17; 
2 Pet. 1:19-21.) 


UNITY DENIES THE TRINITY 

The first four articles of “Unity’s State- 
ment of Faith” 2 prove this to be true: 

“1. We believe in God, the one and 
only omnipotent, omniscient, and omni- 
present Spirit-mind, 

“2. We believe in Christ, the Son of 
God, in whom is imaged the ideal crea- 
tion, with perfect man on the throne of 
dominion. 

“3. We believe in Christ Jesus, the Son 
of God made manifest in His perfect 
body as the Way-Shower in regenera- 
tion for all men. 

“4. We believe in the Holy Spirit, 
which baptizes the universe and man 
with the thoughts of God and perpetu- 
ally establishes the divine law in all 
manifestation” (“Unity’s Statement of 
Faith,” 2 p. 1). 

Such a creed is certainly a far cry 
from the true doctrine of the triune God 
as it is taught in His Word (Matt. 3:16, 
17; 28:19; John 14:16, 17; 2 Cor. 13:14). 


Unity DENIES THE PERSONALITY OF GoD 


Charles Fillmore teaches that “God 
is Principle, Law, Being, Mind, Spirit, 
All Good” (Unity magazine,3 Vol. 47, No. 
5, p. 14).. Another writer says, “Be- 
lief in a personal God has retarded the 
spiritual progress of the race” (“The 
True Character of God,’4 p. 3).. The 
,truth is, that the fact of the personality 
of God enters into the very substance 
of the Bible from beginning to end (Gen. 
1:1; Exod. 3:13, 14; Isa, 44:6; Rev. 1:8, 
17, 18; 22:13).

UnirTy DENIES THE MESSIAHSHIP 
AND DEITY OF JESUS 

This is seen in the second and third 
articles of “Unity’s Statement of Faith,” 2 
where “Christ” is distinguished from 
“Christ Jesus.” True, Unity claims to 
“accept the divinity of Christ and of 
Jesus Christ,” but‘ it also believes in 
the divinity of everybody. It says, “The 
difference between Him [Jesus] and us 
is not one of inherent spiritual capacity 
but a difference in demonstration of it. 
Jesus was potentially perfect, and He 
expressed that perfection; we are po- 
tentially perfect, but we have not ex- 
pressed it” (“What Unity Teaches,” 1 
p. 3). 

How relevant is the question: of John, 
when, speaking by the Holy Spirit, he 
asks, “Who is a liar but he that denieth 
that Jesus is the Christ? He is antichrist, 
that denieth the Father and the Son” 
(1 John 2:22). What a terrible indict- 
ment of Unity, which says, “By Christ 
is not meant the man Jesus”! (Unity, 
Vol. 48, No. 2, p. 126.) See Matthew 16: 16; 
Acts 2:36; 17:3; 18:28; 1 Timothy 2:5. 


Unity DENIES THE PERSONALITY 

AND DEITY .F THE Hoty Spirit 
This, appears in the fourth article of 
“Unity’s Statement of Faith,”2 and in 
the following: “Spirit is the life prin- 
ciple, the breath of the Almighty, ani- 
mating all forms of life and the universe 
itself” (“What Unity Teaches,”1! p. 5). 
“The Spirit of God is in every person 
in every nation in this world” (Daily 
Word,5 December, 1950, p. 12). How 
different such error is from what Jesus 
told His disciples concerning the third 
Person of the Trinity (John 14:16, 17, 26; 
16:7-15); and from what Paul says in 
Romans 8:9, about not having the Spirit. 


Unity DENIES THE REALITY oF SIN 

Unity says, “There is no sin, sickness, 
or death” (Unity,3.Vol. 47, No. 5, p. 403). 
Charles Fillmore told his followers to 
“stick to it...and say, ‘I am not a 
sinner, I never did sin. I cannot sin. 
I am from above’” (Unity,3 January, 
1936). His false reasoning is based on 
the pantheistic belief that “God is All,” 
and since God cannot sin, man cannot 
sin, because he is a part of God. But 
see Ecclesiastes 7:20; Romans 3:23; 5:12; 
1 John 1:9, 10. 


Unity DENIES THE FALL AND 
TOTAL DEPRAVITY ° 
Mr. Fillmore writes: “There may be 
found, in the traditions of nearly all 
peoples, reference to a time when man 
was in a state of consciousness very 
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much superior to that which he now 
manifests. In the Hebrew scriptures 
that superior plane is symbolically de- 
scribed as the Edenic state, and the de- 
parture from that place in the divine 
economy is called ‘the fall of man.’ In 
late years we have been taught in the 
new metaphysics that there never was 
a ‘fall of man’; that man never fell; that 
his creation was spiritual, and that he 
is just as spiritual today as he ever was 
or ever will be” (“Jesus Christ’s Atone- 
ment,” @ by Charles Fillmore, p. 3). 

For the truth about “the fall of man,” 
read Genesis 3 and Romans 1 to 3. And 
for a perfect picture of the total de- 
pravity of the human race by nature, 
notice particularly Romans 1:21-32 and 
3:9-19, 


Unity DENIES THE PERSONALITY OF 
THE DEVIL 


Again Charles Fillmore tells us that 
“there is no personal devil. This is 
nothing but an adverse state of con- 
sciousness which has been developed in 
man, and which keeps on prompting 
him along the lines of the character 
which he has given it” (Unity,3 Vol. 47, 
No. 5, p, 425). 

Likewise, the personality of devils, or 
demons, is denied by Mr. Fillmore, who 
Says, “These are all conditions of mind, 
or states of consciousness” (“Casting 
Out Demons,”7 by Charles Fillmore, p. 
7). 

Certainly nothing can please the Devil 
more than for men to believe that he 
does not exist, but that does not do 
away with him, as the following Scrip- 
tures aSsure us: Genesis 3; Matthew 4: 
1-11; John 8:44; Ephesians 6:10-18; 1 
Peter 5:8, 9; Revelation 20. 


Unity DENIES THE NEED OF CHRIST 

If there is no sin, as Unity claims, 
there can be no salvation, and hence 
there is no need of a Saviour. Fur- 
thermore, Unity says, “Jesus Christ was 
not meant to be slain as a substitute for 
man; that is, to atone vicariously for 
him. Each person must achieve at-one- 
ment with God, by putting on the Christ 
Spirit and by resurrecting his soul into 
Christ perfection” (“The Way to Sal- 
vation,” 8 p. 8). That is, be your own 
savior. What a hopeless task for us all! 

Still, Unity believes in universal sal- 
vation. This belief is based upon “the 
potential divinity that is inherent in the- 
nature of every man... . This divinity 
assures eventual salvation to all man- 
kind, because that which is of God must 
some day return to Him” (“The New 
Birth,” ® p. 7). But see what God says 
about this (Matt. 25:41, 46; Mark 16: 
15, 16; John 3:36; Rev. 20:11-15; 21:8). 

Unity DENIES THE NEED FOR 
. REGENERATION 

Charles Fillmore declares that “the 
most momentous period in the history of 
a man is the period of the transition 
from the natural] ‘to the spiritual con- 
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sciousness; the new birth . . . a process 
in the evolution of the soul, which pro- 
Bresses in spiritual understanding, in- 
carnation after incarnation, until it 
reaches its climax in complete overcom- 
ing of the sense consciousness and the 
transformation of the body to spiritual 
energy” (Unity,3 Vol. 121, No. 6, p. 3). 

How different is this teaching from 
the truth about regeneration which the 
Lord Jesus so clearly set forth to Nico- 
demus! (John 3:1-21.) 


Untry TEACHES THE FATHERHOOD OF GoD 
AND THE BROTHERHOOD OF MAN 

Unity says, “Each individual, though 
he may be unaware of it, is a divine 
child of God, heir to all of God’s good- 
ness. Each bears the same relationship 
to God as Jesus: all are equally sons 
and children of the Most High” (“The 
New Birth,” ® p. 12). And in “The True 
Character of God”4 (p. 4), we read, 
“Upon the unity of all life Christianity 
bases its declaration of universal 
brotherhood, regarding it as a fact of 
nature.” 

But the Lord Jesus says that there 
are two fatherhoods and two brother- 
hoods, which divide the human race. 
God is one Father, and the Devil is the 
other (John 8:37-47, particularly verses 
38 and 44). And so we read of “the 
children of God” and “the children of 
the devil”. (1 John 3:10). (See also Matt. 
13:38; Rom. 8:14-17; Eph. 2: 1-3.) 

In order for any man to become a 
child of God he must be born of God, 
through believing on Jesus Christ, that 
is, receiving Him as his persona] Lord 
and Saviour (John 1:11-13; Gal. 3:26; 1 
John 5:1). 


Unity DENIES THE BIBLE 
DOcTRINE OF PRAYER 

It does this by denying the person- 
ality of God. (See Matt, 6:6, 9.) Then 
it teaches that prayer is mere affirma- 
tion of what one wants to be true. It 
says: “Unity stresses the value of af- 
firmative prayer. A Unity student prays 
thus: ‘God is my health’ instead of. 
‘God, heal me if it is Your will” He 
knows that it is God’s will for every 
child of God to be whole and well. 
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Therefore he says, ‘God is my health,’ 
knowing that he is speaking words of 
, Truth and unifying himself with the 
will of God” (“Unity Schoo] of Chris- 
tianity,” 1 pp. 9, 10). 

What a carigature of true, Spirit-led 
prayer this is! ; 


Unity DENIES THE REALITY OF SICKNESS 


We are told that “it was her attend- 
ing a lecture by a now all-but-forgot- 
ten metaphysical lecturer that marked 
the turning point in Mrs. Fillmore’s 
life. . . . From that lecture one idea 
stood out in her mind: ‘I am a child of 
God, and therefore I do not inherit sick- 
ness’” (“Unity School of Christianity,” 1 
pp. 3, 4). And so we have Unity’s 
gross falsehood, “There is no sin, sick- 
ness, or death” (Unity,3 Vol. 47, No. 5, 
p. 403). 

But just in case that one-IS sick, here 
is Unity’s sure (?) remedy: “If, then, 
you are manifesting sickness, you are 
to ignore the seeming . . . and, speak- 
ing from the center of your being, say

How greed for goods stifles souls (Luke 12:13-21) 


TUDY the case brought to Christ 

Jesus’ hand. It is two brothers. 
Bred of a single sire, reared in a com- 
mon home, they should have lived in 
mutual, continual love. But though of 
closest common interest, and nearest kin, 
sharers hitherto in a common fund, there 
somehow comes a break. ‘They fail to 
lovingly agree. The partition of the 
estate seems to be delayed. There lie 
the funds between them. Each is Wes-

tined to have a share. It is the duty 
of both to agree to divide. Both eye the 
pile. Each sees that its partition is sure 
to come. But the business halts. Either 
one is overeager; or the other is over- 
slow. Probably the elder brother pro- 
crastinates, loving the control of funds, 
and growing cold toward the second- 
born. 

But the younger brother hates delay. 
He covets to have his part. He is hot 
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for division. Thus comes strife. One 
hastes. One halts. One grasps to hold 
it all. One grasps to get his share. Both 
hearts grow heated in the thirst of greed. 
Toward each other both hearts gro 
cold. They lose the filial sense of t 
father’s solicitous care. Forgetful to love 
like brothers, or to be reverent toward 
a father’s wish, they stand upon the 
edge of fratricidal hate. Such is the case, 
such the cause, and such the outlook 
toward a dreadful end. 

2. Christ’s treatment. (a) He declines 
to arbitrate. This seems almost unwise. 
But search into the Master’s thought. 
Why did He refuse? Think deeply here. 
In our day, everybody counsels toward 
such acts of reference. Surely the wis- 
dom and honor of Christ would be ade- 
quate for such a court. But see. Christ 
Jesus Himself resists the first approach. 
And in what He instantly adds we see 
the reason. He detects the rage of greed 


in both those brothers’ hearts. His , 


thought cuts down beneath the call for 
His decision. Such a judgment would 
effect no cure. When two brothers are 
at odds about a patrimony, and their dis- 
agreement amounts to strife, the Mas- 
ter’s eye detects that the only way to 
reconcile their lives is to cut out all that 
overgrowth of greed. On this convic- 
tion is based all the teaching that this 
lesson yields. Now, viewing Christ Jesus 
as a teacher, were His act and attitude 
correct? In a strictly similar case, would 
you discourage the resort to a referee? 
Have care here. A good deal turns on 
your reply. 

(b) His caution against covetousness. 
Sit down here and look in upon His 
words at length. They are very few. 
But measure every one. How direct, 
how sweeping, how intense they. are! 
His theme, covetousness.. Scan its face. 
Fee] its fire and power. Imagine its 
action, just for once; only one sole out- 
burst of pure greed. What is its qual- 
ity? From what does it spring? How 
does it consort with love? When, as here, 
it grasps for material things, how does 
it affect the spirit of man? Did you 
ever stop to study covetousness? Here 
is your chance. Note well that word 
“all.” It is short, but its sweep is bound- 
less. It more than hints that greed is 
manifold and oft recurrent. And it coun- 
sels to be keen, and to keep keen. De- 
tect its varying guise. Learn to uncover 
it every time. Do not suffer its action 
once. Keep resolute against it. Keep 
alert. Keep free from covetousness. 
Keep forever free. Here is fine teacr- 
ing. Do you see how profoundly wise 
He is? Do you feel how tense He is? 
Tarry right here. Good marks of good 
teaching are right in sight. 

(c) That pointed hint at the wide dif: 
ference between a man’s life and his pos- 
sessions. Ponder over “life.” Did you 
ever define it? Begin right here. Begin 
by contrasting it with “goods.” What, 
deenlvy what, is the difference? Then 
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weigh the word itself. Weigh “life.” 
Surely you must not use “death,” or 
“decay,” or any essential “change” in 
inventing its definition. It is life. It 
has deep fountains within itself. It is 
thus essentially immortal and free. Fol- 
low this up. Think of it as Christ Jesus 
would. Here again is the very rock on 
which His teachings rest. Get your own 
feet fast on the same sure base. 

3. The parable. Scan every feature. 
Remember its occasion. Keep referring 
it back to those two brothers. 

(a) Note that plethora of goods. De- 
tect their nature. They come out of 
the ground. They are God’s gift. They 
are the outcome of man’s toil. They are 
life’s sustenance. But they are all mate- 
rial, decaying. 

(b) Listen to the farmer’s monologue. 
He gleans and garners all; and as he 
scans the heaping fruits, his palate and 
his paunch become the eager, happy cen- 
ter of his life. He bids his soul relax. 
He bids his appetite awake. He plans 
for years of long-drawn, steaming feasts. 
He plans for nothing else. He plans to 
eat, and eat, and eat again. The ever- 
récurring call to feast is to him the acme 
of delight. 

But it is also the very emblem of de- 
cay. He continually hungers again. All 
his heaped-up edibles gan never make 
him full. In very fact all his merry 
round of feasts is but a heedless dance 
with death. Alj its joys are mortal. Its 
inevitable issue is the grave. 

And all the while his immortal soul 
subsists “unfed. To this inner déathless 
being, this potent, tireless energy, he 
stupidly exclaims, “desist; relax; give 
over work; take thine ease.” And to his 
gross flesh he says, “Do nought but eat; 
think only of steaming kettles, and brew- 
ing pots, and foaming cups; wallow in 
gluttony: call this merriment.” And so 
he also forgets his neighbor’s life. (Re- 
call the two brothers.) And he ignores 
his God; he stores no wea'th with Him. 
Thus the Master paints the covetous, 
the man of greed, the man whose primal 
care is for material goods; the man who 
is hot for his inheritance. He forgets 
his God; he disowns* his brother; he 
stifles himself. 

(c) Now face the Master’s word, “Thou 
fool!” Is.this too rude? Is it unwise? 
Is it untrue? Do you dare condemn it? 
Would it be your probable retort? If 
not, why not? Have you your Master’s 
sense of the havoc and sin of covetous- 
ness? This is by no means His only ref- 
erence. Would you care to glean from 
the Gospels your. Master’s relative esti- 
mates of sou] and body, of spiritual and 
material things, of things decaying and 
things eternal? Possibly surprises await 
you here. 

(d) And now the lazy, care-free epi- 
cure, of a sudden, dies—an undeveloped 
soul forced to face his forgotten God. 
Despite his barns, he stands there beg-

The Lesson as a Whole 
By J. C. Macaulay, D.D. 


Approach to the Lesson 
N LAST week’s lesson I suggested 
that chapter one, verse eight, con- 
stitutes the text of the Book of Acts. 
This verse indicated the divine program 
of expansion, and Luke goes on to re- 
cord how that program was put into effect. 
As we read through these chapters it is 
noticeable that the expansion did not 
take place easily, nor even voluntarily, 
so far.as the human agents were con- 
cerned. There is no record of the Board 
of Elders of the church in Jerusalem get- 
ting together to study how they might 
implement the original commission. of 
the Lord. Nor do we read that the elders 
of the church in Antioch went into con- 
ference to draw up plans for pushing the 
testimony of the Gospel into the West- 
ern world. The initiative was always 
with God. The believers seemed quite 
content to promote the Gospel ingWeru- 
salem, and it required the hurricane of 
persecution to thrust them forth, bear- 
ing the glad tidings to the regions be- 
yond (8:1-4). Then again in Antioch 
it required a breaking in of the Spirit 
upon the leaders of that growing church 
to secure the going forth of Barnabas 
and Saul to the great missionary under- 
takings which followed. In one sense it 
is doubtless good to wait for the movings 
of God, but on the other hand our wait- 
ing should be that of men of vision, not 
of men whose eyes see no further than 
our present activity. 
In my “Devotional Commentary on the 
Acts of the Apostles”1 I suggest this

Verse by Verse 

Acts 4:13——“. . . they saw the boldness 
of Peter and John ... unlearned and 
ignorant men ... had been with Jesus.” 
Ignorant people are frequently loud and 
bold in expressing their opinions. But 
that is not what is meant here. De- 
spite a lack of rabbinical learning, the 
apostles were able to express them- 
selves on Biblical subjects with clarity 
and conviction, 

Verse 14—“And beholding the man 
... healed... they could say nothing 
. . The presence of the formerly

national Bible Lessons for Christian Teaching, copyrighted by 
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lame man, so instantly healed in the 
name of Jesus, certainly embarrassed the 
position of' the Sanhedrin and enhanced 
the case for the apostles, 

Verse 15.—“, . . they conferred among 
themselves.” In face of the embarrass- 
ment, it was deemed wise to confer be- 
fore making a pronouncement. 

Verse 16.—“. .. What shall we do... 
a notable miracle hath been done... 
we cannot deny it.” Among themselves 
they freely admit their embarrassment. 
Moulton and Milligan suggest that Saul 
of Tarsus (later Paul) may have been 
present and in later years reported the 
conference scene to Luke. 

Verse 17.—“. . . let us straitly threaten 
them...” “Straitly threaten” is a He- 
braism, literally, “let us threaten with 
threat,” very emphatic. The whole sit- 
uation made punishment inexpedient, 
but they must try to make their author- 
ity felt. 

Verse 18.—“And they . . . commanded 
in the name of 
Jesus.” They had to be content with a 
command to the apostles to desist from 
any form of promotion of the name of 
Jesus. 

Verse 19.—*. .. Whether it be right in 
the sight of God to hearken unto you 
more than unto God, judge ye.” If they 
expected their prohibition to be obeyed, 
they were soon disillusioned. Theoret- 
ically they would have agreed thor- 
oughly with the principle enunciated by 
the apostles, but the application of it 
was a different matter. 

Verse 20—‘“For we cannot but speak 

. ” The divine compulsion which 
moved the apostles was something for- 
eign to their judges. What they had 
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seen and heard of Jesus laid an obliga- 
tion upon them from which they could 
not escape, 

Verses 21-28 record the dismissal of 
the apostles and the reaction of the 
church to the threatenings of the San- 
hedrin. They gave themselves to prayer. 
Our printed portion breaks in on their 
prayer. 

Verse 29.—*. .. behold their threaten- 
ings ...all boldness they may speak thy 
word.” The threatenings did not bring 
forth a cry for safety, but for new bold- 
ness in proclaiming the message! That is 
the spirit of the martyr. 

Verse 30.—*“. . signs and wonders 
may be done by the name of thy holy 
child Jesus.” The church also prayed 
for the “auxiliary” of signs and wonders 
to give added force to the message of the 
risen Christ. The word “child” here 
signifies also “servant.” 

Verse 31.—“. . . the place was shaken 
... they were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and they spake the word of God 
with boldness.” It was appropriate that 
in the early days of the faith such signs 
should be given. This was not a second 
Pentecost. Such “fillings” of the Spirit 
should be the experience of all believers, 
in view of the particular tasks to be 
performed. . 


The Heart of the Uesson 


The power of Pentecost soon mani- 
fested itself in ministry, both the min- 
istry of teaching and the ministry of 
healing. The clash with the Sanhedrin 
was inevitable. The council which had 
secured the death of Jesus could hardly 
be expected to sit still while the apostles 
preached His resurrection and wrought 
miracles in His name. We see Peter 
and John, then, haled before the Jewish 
Sanhedrin to answer for their offense 
of propagating the faith of Jesus of Naz- 
areth as the risen, living Christ of God. 
They took their evidence with them in 
the person of the man who had been 
born lame, and who when over forty 
years of age had been instantly healed 
by the power of the name of Jesus. Two 
circumstances utterly confused the Jew- 
ish leaders. One was the fact that while 
Peter and John manifestly lacked: rab- 
binica] training, they had an amazing 
facility in handling the Scriptures, 
which they did without any embarrass- 
ment or hesitation. The other was the 
presence of this man, healed so instan- 
taneously that after more than forty 
years of helplessness, he was immedi- 
ately able to stand, and walk, and leap. 
It really looked like Jesus of Nazareth 
back again, and so it was, for this same 
Jesus, risen and glorified, poured fofth 
His Holy Spirit upon these apostles, so 
that they were teaching and healing in 
His name with that same authority and 
power which had characterized Himself. 

It is interesting to notice how the 
members of the Sanhedrin frankly con- 


fessed their dilemma when they got -

Peter and John and the healed man out 
of the council chamber. “What shall we 
do?” They said to each other. There 
was no just reason for punishing Peter 
and John, and moreover, that would be 
inexpedient in the face of their popu- 
Jarity as a result of the notable miracle. 
Nevertheless, they must impress these 
apostles with the authority of the San- 
hedrin, and impose silence upon them. 


Once again the apostles were too much 
for them. They presented a principle 
«which as God-fearing Jews they were 
bound to accept, namely, that God must 
be obeyed before men. In the applica- 
tion of the principle, however, these Jew- 
ish judges were not so happy. They 
were dealing with men upon whom the 
divine compulsion rested. 

The reaction of the church to all this 
was prayer, and this it what strikes me 
about their prayer: that in the face of 
these threatenings from the rulers, they 
did not pray for the safety of the apos- 
tles, but for new boldness to go right 
on with the work, and for new evidences 
in signs and wonders for the confirma- 
tion of the message concerning the risen 
Christ.

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hedrin “took knowledge of them, that 
they had been with Jesus.” Now what 
was there about Peter and John that 
called to the minds of their judges so 
strongly the fact that they had been 
companions of Jesus? For one thing 
it was their boldness. It was not usual 
for men who were haled before that 
august body to stand so completely in- 
trepid and unabashed, and to speak with 
such complete forthrightness, without a 
word of apology. Such boldness on the 
part of Peter and John was something 
to which the rulers were unaccustomed, 
but they could not help but recall that 
Jesus of Nazareth, whom these men 
were preaching, had manifested that 
same utter absence of fear in their pres- 
ence. They knew whence Peter and 
John had learned this boldness. 

In the second place, “they were un- 
learned and ignorant men.” That word 
“unlearned” does not in this setting 
mean being completely illiterate, but un- 
taught in the schools of the rabbis. The 
word “ignorant” is the translation of a 
Greek word from which we have our 
term “idiot.” The significance, however, 
is not the same. It means “uninitiated; a 
layman,” as we would say. Now these 
two men, utterly lacking in the formal 
training of the rabbinical schools, and 
uninitiated in the mysteries of the Law, 
were handling the Scriptures with an 
ease and authority which even the 
learned rabbis altogether lacked. The 
members of the Sanhedrin remembered 
that Jesus of Nazareth had done the 
same before them. Of Him the question 
had been asked, “How knoweth this man 
letters, having never learned?” (Johh 
7:15.) So once again they knew where 
Peter and John had learned, despite 
their lack of learning—‘“they had been 
with Jesus.” 

And'‘one more thing, wherever Jesus 
went, His authoritative teaching’ was 
accompanied by deeds of power, and 
here beside Peter and John, completely 
healed, stood the well-known lame man 
who had sat for many years at the 
Beautiful gate of the Temple. The San- 
hedrin could not but perceive whence 
Peter and John had derived that power 
—‘“they had been with Jesus,” and al- 
though the rulers of the Jews would not 
consent to it, the risen Jesus was with 
Peter and John.

Acts 4:13) 
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quailed before a servant girl at Christ’s 
trial and the Peter of this lesson crying, 
“Whether it be right in the sight of God 
to hearken unto you more than unto 
God, judge ye,” and saying it to the very 
court that a few weeks before had sen- 
tenced Peter’s Lord to die! What had 
changed him? First, the resurrection of 
Christ, and then the coming of the Holy 
Spirit upon and within Peter. And the 
fact that we have a risen Saviour who 
gives His Spirit to dwell in His people 
is the secret of being strong to do God’s 
will against mighty opposition now as 
then. 

When the Japanese overran Korea they 
required everyone to bow at the Shinto

shrines, and Christians refused to do so, 
It was just what Peter and John faced, 
the choice between obeying God or 
man when man’s commands ran counter 
to God’s. Some five thousand Korean 
Christian leaders were jailed and some 
cruelly beaten. But they stoutly re- 
fused to bow at a heathen shrine and 
not one in ten of four hundred thou- 
sand Christians ever went near a shrine. 

The same Spirit-given courage to be 
true to God against great odds that ap- 
peared in Peter of old and in those Ko- 
reans in our time can be ours, too, when 
we are sorely pressed to be disloyal to 
the Lord. Then itis that God stands by 
all who stand true to Him. From His 
Spirit they have the strength and cour- 
age they need to be faithful. God will 
never let you down if you are firmly 
set never to let Him down.

The Busy Men's Corner

“Now when they saw the boldness of 
Peter .. .” (Acts 4:13).—One wonders 
how many members of this Sanhedrin 
had witnessed the cowardice of Peter in 
denying his Lord, about six weeks or 
so befpre this incident (Luke 22:54-62). 





GOD 
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‘All who had witnessed or heard of his 


denials must have specially marveled at 
his boldness on this occasion, and won- 
dered about the secret of the great 
change in him. We know the change 
can be credited to the Holy Spirit in 
him. The infilling of the Spirit equips 
for a bold outflowing in testimony. 

We are not given the testimony of 
John on this occasion, but it must have 
been the equal of Peter’s in boldness, 
for our text informs us that the council 
observed it. 

What really amazed the critics was the 
fact that such boldness characterized 
men whom they said were “unlearned 
and ignorant men”—or unlettered and 
uninstructed. They were common men,

plebeian, not noblemen. It is encourag- 
ing to know that such persons may know 
the power of God and be mightily used 
of Him. 

For three and a half years “they had 
been with Jesus” and what the schools 
did not give them, the Lord Jesus did! 
Is it apparent from our lives and con- 
versation that it is our habit to be con- 
stantly with Jesus? 

Someone has said: “Three years with 
Jesus was a better education than any 
of earth’s colleges could give. All the 
learning of all the scholars has never 
produced anything to compare with the 
Gospel of John, or with the Epistles that 
bear the names of these two apostles, or 
with the wonderful Book of Revelation.” 

Practically every Christian has. been 
dubbed “ignorant” by someone. D.'L. 
Moody was preaching to a great crowd 
one night, and putting his very soul into 
his message—as was his custom. He was 
thinking more about the content of his 
message than about the precise literary 
form of it. 

There was: a certain fastidious gentle- 
man sitting on the platform that night, 
and at the close of the service he went 
to Mr. Maody and said: “By the way, 
I noticed that you made eleven mistakes 
in grammar in your sermon tonight.” 

“Very likely,” replied Mr. Moody, “I 
don’t doubt it for a moment. My early 
education was faulty. I often wish that 
I had received more schooling. But Ff am 
using all the grammar I know in the 
service of Christ. How about you?” We 
are not told what reply the man made. 

“No one attribute is more needful] to- 
day for Christ’s witness than Holy Spirit 
boldness due to Holy Spirit fullness,” 
wrote Dr. A. T. Pierson, in his book, 
“The Acts of the Holy Spirit” (out of 
print). He asks, “How many even of 
God’s ministers, when German mysti- 
cism, rationalism, and neology come in 
Christian churches, pulpits, and courts, 
in the university gown, dare not con- 
tend against it, for fear of being spoken 
of as ‘ignorant and unlearned’; and yet 


“that was one of the conditions of apos- 


tolic boldness.” 

He continued, “Men are too anxious 
to be ranked with scholars; and so when 
error, however, deadly, wears the glit- 
tering serpent skin ef scholarship, it in- 
sinuates itself into the very chair of the 
teacher and the pulpit of the preacher, 
and no one seems to dare to smite it 
with a bold blow!” 

The Lord does not despise scholarship 
if it be of the right kind. The history 
of the Church reveals the fact that God 
used many _ scholars—godly scholars, 
scholars that “had been with Jesus.” (1 
Cor. 1: 18-30.) 

“ _.a notable miracle hath been done 

. we cannot deny it” (Acts 4:16).— 
There is a striking contrast between the 
two “cannots” in our lesson. The one 


uttered by the persecutors (v. 16); the 
other by the apostles (v. 20). The perse- 
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cutors were compelled to admit that a 
notable miracle (or sign) had been done 
—for there stood the healed man before 
them—yet none of them decided to act 
according to his conviction. Oh, the 
perversity of human nature! Unable to 
deny the truth, yet utterly unwilling to 
act upon it. How different the apostles’ 

@ case: “We cannot but speak the things 
which we have seen and heard”! Con- 
strained by the love of Christ they could 
not do anything else but proclaim the 
truth, regardless of threats or actual 
punishment, 

They were like Jeremiah, who said, 
“His word was in mine heart as a burn- 
ing fire shut up in my bones, and I was 
weary with forbearing, and I could not 
stay [or hold in it)” (20:9). 

“.. . whether it be right in the sight 
of God .. .” (Acts 4:19).—That is the 
real question—away with technicalities, 
away with every pretext—Is the matter 
right in the sight of God? Civil authori- 
ties should be obeyed and submitted to 
in all matters which are within their 
authority (Rom. 13); but when they de- 
mand that which runs counter to God’s 
Word, the Christian is to obey God 
rather than man (Acts 5:29; Dan. 3 
and 6). 

“.. . that with all boldness they may 
speak thy word” (Acts 4:29).—When 
they were released by the council, the 
apostles “went to their own company” 
to rehearse what had happened, and to 
pray. This is the second of the five 
prayer meetings recorded in the Acts. 
How Scripturally, how simply, yet how 
effectively they prayed! 

The title, “Lord,” with which the 
prayer opens is not the usual word trans- 
lated “Lord.” Here it has the meaning 
of “absolute ruler”; it indicates final 
sovereignty. They had been in touch 
with human authority; now they were 
appealing to divine authority. They 
asked for and received that which would 
enable them to speak His Word “with all 
boldness.” 

“In proportion as we are submitted to 
Christ, and wait in prayer upon God,” 
says Dr. Campbell Morgan, “there will 
ever come to us that inflow of the Spirit, 
which will make us bold to proclaim the 
evangel; and great results may and must 
follow where the Church -is thus con- 
vinced and Spirit-filled.”

S** fellgws, the metal combining 
greatest resisting power with great- 
est elasticity is steel. Strength with re- 
Silience. It is a wonderful combination— 
either in metal or in man. The power- 
ful Smashing force of an ocean wave 
driven by the gale breaks into spray 
against the steel hull of the ocean liner. 
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The steel masts of a modern schooner 
weather the severest ocean storms. Com- 
ing out of Denison, Texas, forty minutes 
late one night, the train, Bluebonnet, 
crashed through the darkness at 100 
m.p.h. to make her connection up in 
Oklahoma with the Rock Island Lines. 
I don’t like to ride that fast on any kind 
of wheels, but the physical fact that 
gave me comfort was steel—120-pound 
steel rails and a _ steel-clad Pullman. 
Nothing but steel could stand a strain 
like that. Out on Fontana Lake last 
summer my steel rod bent and swayed 
like a whip, until its tip nearly touched 
the spinning. reel in my hand, but it 
didn’t break; and when a four-pound 
bass was safely landed, that valiant little 
thread of steel straightened out for its 
next fight, as though it had done noth- 
ing at all. " 

Fellows, I would like to be like that, 
wouldn’t you? Peter and John make me 
think of steel—tempered steel. Maybe 
you know something of the process by 
which steel is tempered to secure hard- 
ness and resilience. Well, it is heated to 
white heat, then plunged into cold water 
and suddenly chilled. That is done I 
don’t know how many times. And it 
comes forth ready for the strain. The 
populace around Jerusalem blew hot and 
cold on Peter and John. At Pentecost 
their hearts were thrilled and warmed 
by the way the crowds responded to 
their preaching and testimony, thou- 
sands being saved; and later in the Tem- 
ple, because they had healed a poor 
cripple, they were fiercely set upon by 
the priests and the Sadducees, and the 
Temple guards arrested them and carried 
them before the Sanhedrin, where they 
were judged and abused and threatened. 
They did not crack under the strain of 
success, nor the persecution of the court. 
God was putting them through His di- 
vine process of tempering, for He had 
yet g larger work for them to do. 


There is an old story about a black- 
smith who was converted, and right 
away he began to have trouble. Just 
one thing after another beset him and 
his family: sickness, accidents, even the 
death of his beloved child. Then his 
shop burned, and a trusted friend went 
away with his savings. But the black- 
smith did not lose his faith in God. He 
rebuilt his forge and plodded on. One 
day a friend asked him why it was that 
God treated him so ill; it seemed he had 
more trouble since he had become a 
Christian than before. The blacksmith 
said: “You see this piece of steel? I’m 
making a carriage spring. I place it first 
in the forge, then in the tub of cold 
water, then I hammer it on the anvil. 
This spring must bear the weight of the 
carriage and its occupants, and it must 
also soften the shock of the rough road 
for those who ride. It will be ready for 
that hard service when I have finished 
with it. So God is testing me. The 
heat and the cold react upon each other 
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in the steel, and then if it stands the 
hammering and is not too brittle, there’s 
real service in it. God has permitted 
me to have sorrow and misfortune, and 
if through faith in His wisdom and love 
I prove not too brittle, He will have yet 
higher satisfactions for me than I have 
ever -known.” 

Incidentally, the blacksmith pointed 
to the scrap pile where he had discarded 
the pieces that were too brittle. 

Let’s have Peter himself close this 
lesson, as after his long and faithful 
service to his Lord he writes to the 
Christian believers: “That the trial] of 
your faith, being much more precious 
thart of gold that perisheth, though it 
be tried with fire, might be found unto 
praise and honour and glory at the ap- 
pearing of Jesus Christ: whom having 
not seen, ye love .. . Beloved, think it 
not strange concerning the fiery trial 
which is to try you, as though some

... grant unto thy servants, that with 
all boldness they may speak thy word 
(Acts 4:29, Golden Text). Whenever we 
pick up our English Bible we should 
offer a prayer of thanksgiving for those 
who helped us get it in our language. 
One of the greatest of this little com- 
pany of heroes was William Tyndale. 
Because he vowed “every plow boy 
should know the Scriptures,” he was 
forced to leave his native England never 
to return. Working in Europe he labored 
long years to translate the Bible into 
English. He printed the first English 
New Testament in 1525, and with the 
help of friends smuggled thousands of 
copies into England. Finally he was 
arrested and held in solitary confine- 
ment in a cold, dark jail in Vilvorde, 
Then he was choked and 
burned at the stake. William Tyndale 
gave his life to give us our Bible. His 
last words were, “O Lord, open Thou the 
King of England’s eyes.” If Tyndale 
were alive today he might well pray, 
“O Lord, open Thou the eyes of the peo- 
ple of the United States.” Only as our 
eyes are open to the need will Scriptures 
be made available for the millions who 
wait for the Bible in their own language,

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My Class of Girls

IRST thing this morning I want to 
tell you a story called “The Great 
Plague.” Isn’t it startling to realize that 
sin is more terrible than the worst dis- 
ease of the body you can think of? For 
sin damns the soul. The Lord Jesus 
knew this, and was willing to leave all 
the glory of Heaven to come to earth to 
suffer and die for our sins. The early 
Christians realized the awfulness of sin, 
so they gave their whole lives to spread- 
ing the Gospel. Last week we read how 
they waited at Jerusalem as the Lord 
had commanded, until the Holy Spirit 
came to indwell them and give them 
power to witness for Christ. Today 
we'll find out how they used this power. 
Before we go on with that, let us fin- 
ish learning ¢he verse that answers the 
question, “How did sin and death come 
into the world?” Answer, “By one man 
Sin entered into the world, and death by 
sin; and so death passed upon all men, 
for that all have sinned” (Rom. 5:12). 
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Now let us read Acts 3:1-11. After 
this wonderful miracle another great 
crowd gathered, so Peter preached to 
them. Again he emphasized that he and 
the other apostles were witnesses of 
Christ’s resurrection. Verse 19 tells what 
he urged his audience to do. They were 
to repent and be converted that their 
sins might be blotted out. Now read 
the last verse of the chapter. God sent 
His Son to bless us. How? (By turning 
everyone from his iniquities.) Yes. Past 
sins must be blotted out, before we can 
have fellowship with God. Then we 
must turn away from sin if we are to 
remain in fellowship with Him. 

Here Peter was rudely interrupted by 
the priests, the captain of the Temple, 
and the Sadducees, who had come to 
arrest him and John. No doubt they 
were afraid that if Peter finished his 
sermon, the whole of Jerusalem would 
believe in Jesus Christ, since so many 
had believed on the day of Pentecost. 
They put Peter and John into jail that 
night, but they couldn’t annul the power 
of their message. Read Acts 4:4. Two 
thousand more were saved, in spite of 
all that their enemies could do. 

The next day Peter and John were 
brought before the Sanhedrin for trial. 
They faced the same group of men who 
had insisted that Christ be crucified. 
Was Peter frightened? No, he was not. 
Verse 8 tells why. (He was filled with 
the’, Holy Spirit.) Read verses 10-12. 
Peter first accused the Sanhedrin of 
crucifying Christ and then told them 
that Christ arose from the dead. They 
would not like this at all, for they had 
given money to the soldiers to say that 
Jesus’ disciples had stolen His body. 
Finally Peter told them that there is sal- 
vation in no other name under Heaven, 
except that of Jesus Christ of Nazareth, 
whom they crucified. Could anything 
more courageous have been said? 

What effect did this have on the San- 
hedrin? Their amazement was as great 
as their anger. They sent Peter and 
John out of the courtroom while they 
discussed what to do with them. Read 
verses 14-18. If you and I were com- 
manded by the government not to speak 
of Jesus any more, what would we do? 
Read verses 19, 20 to see the answer of 
Peter and John. Now read verse 21. 
No doubt they were threatened with 
severe punishment, if they kept on 
preaching. 

As soon as Peter and John were re- 
leased from.jail, they went back to the 
other Christians and told them al] about 
it. Then they had a prayer meeting. I 
wi!ll read Acts 4:29 to you. Watch and 
see if I read it correctly. “And now, 
Lord, behold their threatenings, and 
please protect us from all the awful 
things they threatened to do to us.” Yes, 
I read it wrong! I read it the way I 
might have prayed. But the early Chris- 
tians were filled with the Spirit. Now 
you read verse 29 correctly. Go on 
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through 31. Their prayer was for bold- 
ness to speak the Word of God, not for 
protection for themselves... And God an- 


swered immediately. “They were all 
filed with the Holy Ghost, and they 
spake the word of God with boldness.” 
Don’t you admire the early Christians? 
Girls, God has people in the world to- 
day filled with the same Spirit. In Jan- 
uary we were all shocked and saddened 
to hear that five splendid young mission- 
aries had been killed by the Auca In- 
dians in Eucador. How did this happen? 
They could have lived in our country 
in comparative safety and comfort, en-

witnesses. What do these four make 


you think of? (Write these key .words 
of the last Memory Verse on the black- 
board, and review both verse and story.) 
In what four places were they to be 
witnesses? (Link “ye” and “witnesses” 
by a curved line.) That would, be like 
Orono (substitute your town or city), 
the United States, Mexico, and China to 
us. What power did the Holy Spirit 
give? (Link “power” and “Holy, Ghost” 
by a curved line.) He gave the apos- 
tles power to preach and do miracles. 
He gave all the Christians a spirit of 
love, joy, and sharing. There are still 
those two ways to witness for our Lord: 
speaking for Him, living for Him. Boys 
and girls can do some of the first, but 
the second counts most! Did you ask 
for that kind of power this past week? 


You have to start where you are. Peter 
and John and the rest did. Right in Je- 
rusalem, before they could go to Samaria 
or anywhere else! I am putting‘on the 
blackboard a list of story titles from 
Acts 3, 4, and 5. See which stories you 
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can tell, and I will write the names of 
those who tell them after the titles. Then 
we will have a continued story, each 
one telling his chapter: A Crippled Beg- 
gar. Telling How the Crippled Man 
Was Cured. Warning! Asking for 
Power Again. Peter’s Shadow. Angel’s 
Orders. A Licking but Happy! (If it is 
a slow class, or unprepared, the teacher 
better tell the story. As it was being 
told a few days ago, when the warning 
came, “Don’t you dare speak or teach 
using that name, or else—!” one of the 
boys exclaimed in anticipation, “Boy, 
this is going to be good!” It is a good 
story, packed with dramatic situations. 
But don’t forget, Teacher, that we need 
the Holy Spirit’s power and guidance in 
telling these stories to our girls and 
boys!) 

“We ought to obey God rather than 
men” (Acts 5:29, Memory Verse). You 
boys and girls remember that next time 
the gang wants you to do something you 
know is not right! If you are a Chris- 
tian, your business is to be a witness 
for the Lord Jesus. And remember 
there are two kinds of witnessing, talk- 
ing and doing! Perhaps we have time 
for a Bible sample of the “doing” kind 
of witnessing. 

Barnabas, whose real name was Joses 
oreJoseph, wanted so much.to help his 
Christian friends that he sold some land 
and brought the money and gave it to 
the apostles to use for the poor Chris- 
tians who needed it. He was always 
helping somebody. We are later told, 
“He was a good man, and full of the 
Holy Ghost” (Acts 11:24). 

Ananias wanted the praise of being a 
good Christian, too. So he and his wife 
Sapphira decided to sell a piece of land. 
They kept some of the money for them- 
selves. Ananias took a part and pre- 
tended it was the whole of it and gave 
it to the apostles for the Christians who 
needed it. Do you know what happened 
to him and to Sapphira, when she told 
the same lie? That shows what God 
thinks of those who lie and cheat, and 
pretend to be oh-so-good! when they are 
not. If only Ananias and Sapphira had 
obeyed God instead of each other's 
wrong suggestion! If only they had let 
the Holy Spirit fill their hearts instead 
of the Devil! 

If you read Acts, chapters 6 and 7 and 
three verses of chapter 8, you will meet 
a real witness who did die. But he died 
for the Lord Jesus and not for sin! He 
died with a shining face of glory, while 
kneeling in prayer!

URING ¢ecess time at school, some- 
thingterrible had happened.

“Now the men who hated the Lord 
Jesus and hated to hear about Him, 
watched those who were preaching.

No one could ever 
say that the Lord Jesus was anything 
but kind and loving when people spit 
on Him and slapped Him.

The Greek Words for “Love” 
(Continued from second page) 


lexicon), agapei refers to the love of 
God toward men, of God toward Christ, 
of Christ toward men, the love spring- 
ing forth from the soul of one Christian 
toward another Christian. This is the 
word used in 1 Corinthians 13 and 1 John 
4 in those great chapters on love. It is 
the deep love springing from a ‘reason- 
ing attachment of choice and selection, 
from seeing in the object upon whom it 
is bestowed that which is worthy of re- 
gard’ (Trench). It is not a love based 
on passion or emotion; rather it is a love 
firmly based on deep truth, 

“The third word is philos, which 
means ‘friend’ (as a noun) or ‘friendly’ 
(as an adjective). The corresponding 
verb, phileo, means ‘to be friendly,’ ‘to 
be kindly disposed toward One,’ ‘to be 
fond of.’ It may be based on emotion, 
and therefore is not always as stable 
and firm as that steady love expressed 
by agapei. It is used frequently in the 
New Testament and is often translated 
‘friend.’ It should be added, however, 
that at times this word also means the 
deep love of God. In John 5:20, for ex- 
ample, the verb phileo is used of God’s 
love toward Christ. However, whereas 
phileo (as a verb) may sometimes mean 
the love of God, at other times it refers 
to a friendliness based on human emo- 
tions. On the other hand, agapei can 
never mean a sensual attraction or a 
shallow fondness. It is always that firm 
and stable love which springs from 
direct contact with God, who is Love 
(Agapei).”

They Looked for a City. By Lydia 
Buksbazen, (The Friends of Israel Mis- 
sionary and Relief Society, Inc., 728 
Witherspoon Bldg., Philadelphia 17; 
$2'50.) The author of this book is the 
wife of the Rev. Victor Buksbazen, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the Society pub- 
lishing the book. It is the story of the 
author’s family and it is excellently 
written. The experiences of the author’s 
mother, Yente Glaser, dominate the book 
and portray a sweet Christian character 
undergoing hardships that without God 
could not be endured. Her parents, 
forced out of Poland during the days 
of the pogroms, go to Germany, where 
once again, in later years, the Jews are 
the objects of persecution. 

The conversion of Yente’s husband, 
Benjamin Sitenhof, is vividly portrayed. 
A New Testament came into his posses- 
sion and “the more he read the precious 
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New Testament, the more convicted he 
became of sin in his life, and the need 
of a Messiah.” After much wrestling in 
his heart he became convinced that 
Jesus was the very Son of God, foretold 
by the prophets. He could do nothing 
else but accept Him as his Saviour. This 
meant ostracism by his family. A re- 
union with his wife, from whom he had 
been separated, and her gradual accept- 
ance of the Christian faith is touchingly 
described. The book can be a great 
stimulus to faith and dependence upon 
the Lord. The experiences of Yente and 
Lydia will lift up believers and cause 
them to rejoice in the deliverances of 
God. 


Pastor at River Bend. By Clark Dun- 
can. (The Wartburg Press, Columbus 15, 
Ohio, $1.25.) Ralph Kern becomes pastor 
of the fashionable First Church of River 
Bend, and, because he will not bow to the 
dictatorial demands of one man in par- 
ticular, he incurs the displeasure of the 
official church board. A carefully planned 
smear results in the board’s calling for his 
resignation, which is promptly tendered. 
One reason for his dismissa] is the fact 
of his personal interest in a church in 
the factory section of town, This church 
calls him. as pastor, and his ministry is 
much blessed as he labors with them. 
He is ultimately exonerated by the First 
Church. It is an mteresting story, 
though very simple and commonplace. 
The courage of the pastor and the loy- 
alty of his wife are heartwarming. At 
the same time there seems to be a weak- 
ness of conviction on some things, such 
as the relationships and activities of the 
pastor’s children. There is also a strong 
emphasis on the social gospel element, 
and not too much clear-cut expression 
of salvation through the blood of Christ, 
though this reviewer would gather that 
the author believes it himself. It is not 
é4he pungent type of writing that solid 
evangelicals delight in.

It is not a substitute for the 
spoken testimony, but Christian music 
can and should be an important and ef- 
fective companion and supplement to 
the spoken word in witnessing for Christ. 
This does not mean necessarily that at 
home or in camp nothing but hymns 
and Gospel songs should be used, but it 
does mean that they should not be neg- 
lected.

A good book that gives the stories of 
the writing of some of our better-known 
hymns and Gospel songs! will prove 
helpful in planning this meeting. It will 
help you to illustrate the fact that many 
of our hymns have come out of deep spir- 
itual experience and express essential 
truths of the Christian faith and of the 
Scriptures. 

Consult the topical index of your own 
denominational hymnal, and perhaps 
give brief examples of the way in which 
some hymns express aspiration, adora- 
tion, repentance and confession, joy over 
forgiveness, faith in Christ, invitation to 
accept Him, and the like. You might 
make a blackboard list.of a number of 
hymn topics, then have just one stanza 
of several sung or played and let your 
group indicate which topic they think 
it should come under.

However, do not fill up all your time 
with such demonstration. There are 
some valuable lessons in the Scripture 
portions assigned for this week that are 
profitable for our own individual experi- 
ence and should improve the use of 
music in our young people’s meetings. 

Christianity has always been a joyous, 
singing faith. Pagan religious music is 
doleful and despairing, and with good 
reason. The true Christian is the only 
one who has something to sing about. 
He has been saved from his sin’s penalty 
and power, and he has a joyous prospecf 
to look forward to. He has the comfort 
and assurance of a loving Father’s care 
and guidance in this life, and the cer- 
tainty of provision and reception in the 
Father’s house in the life to come. Why 
shouldn’t he sing? It is not strange 
therefore that many of the Psalms exhort 
the believer to sing, as he contemplates 
God’s goodness and salvation and pro- 
vision and love.

The 
Times “advertising columns carry news 
of importance te you in your work in 
the church or Sunday school. Why not 
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is found in Ephesians 5:19 and the other 
in Colossians 3:16. At first glance they 
may appear very similar, but a more 
careful examination will help us to see 
that there are certain distinctions be- 
tween the two passages. Both verses 
are part of instruction to believers re- 
garding their Christian conduct. How- 
ever, in Ephesians 5:19, the context will 
show that the “psalms and hymns and 
spiritual songs” are to-be the result of 
being filled with the Spirit. They.are 
to be the spontaneous expression of spir- 
itual enthusiasm, which is here con- 
trasted with the‘ false excitement 
brought on by drunkenness,

Notice that the psalms and hymns and 
spiritual songs mentioned in Ephesians 
are first spoken of as directed “to your- 
Selves,” or, in other words, “to one an- 
other.” This refers, probably, to audible 
singing in public worship. But there 
is another type of singing included here. 
It is that which {is “in your heart,” the 
Secret utterance of the soul known only 
to the believer and to God. These two 
types of singing can: and should occur 
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simultaneously in public worship. The 
latter may also occur in the privacy of 
one’s own room, or when no other per- 
son is near. 

In Colossians 3:16, which is so similar 
to the Ephesians 5 verse, we have the 
added thought of “teaching and admonish- 
ing,” or warning, or gently reproving, or 
exhorting. And_all this is to be done in 
the name of the Lord Jesus, and with 
thanksgiving.

With these two Scripture portions in 
mind we may with profit ask ourselves 
and our young people’s group some very 
sober questions: 

1. Do we really think about what we 
are singing, when we’join in a hymn 
or Gospel song in church services or in 
our young people’s meetings? 

2. Is it reverent or honoring to God to 
rattle off the words of a Christian hymn 
.or song while we are laughing or cut- 
ting up, or even looking all around the 
room to see who is there and what is 
going on? 

3. Is it honest to express in the sing- 
ing of a Christian hymn, Christian emo- 
tions or virtues that are not in our ex- 
perience? 

4. What lesson have we here regarding 
the importance of carefully choosing 
music for our young people’s meeting 
where unsaved young people may be 
present? How may our hymns and songs 
witness to them? 

5. Are the solos and duets and other 
special music that we use in our young 
people’s meetings a real testimony of 
born-again Christians, or are they 
merely vocal or instrumental demonstra- 
tions? 

6. What comes to our lips when we 
sing or hum as we go about our work? 
Is it a Christian hymn, or the latest “hit 
song” of radio or JV? Does this have 
any indication as to what we are storing 
up in our hearts?

Tues.—Jeremiah 1:6-10. God Encourages. 

PRAYER SuGGEsTIONS: “Be not afraid of 
their faces: for I am with thee to deliver 
thee, saith the Lord.” A “Thus saith the 
Lord” is our best encouragement in line 
of Christian duty. A minister, when he 
faces up to the duty laid down in Colos- 
sians 1:28, finds in his heart some trepi- 
dation and fear; but if he proceeds in 
duty prayerfully and in love, even 
though he meets great opposition, the 
Lord will give him victory. Grace and 
beauty are in your path of duty. Pray 
for the Queen of England. 


Wed.—Acts 4:23-31. 
A Prayer for Courage. 
Prayer Succestions: “Grant unto thy 
servants, that with all boldness they may 
speak thy word.” This prayer of the 
apostles is needed now. It takes holy 
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boldness to preach truth God wants 
preached to sinning saints and the un- 
converted, and it never will be given 
to any man without prayer. We are 
naturally reticent in the presence of 
prevalent worldliness and among people 
who do not want life on a higher spir- 
itual plane; but we need to be as loving 
and bold as apostles in urging duty upon 
them. Paul sets us an example in his 
Epistles to the Corinthians and Gala- 
tians. Pray for the restraint of godless 
rulers. : 


Thurs.—Acts 5:17-29. Peter’s Courage. 

PRAYER SuGGESTIONS: “Peter and the 
other apostles answered and said, We 
ought to obey God rather than men.” 
They followed the Lord’s instructions. 
They allowed the Spirit to direct what 
they needed to say when they were be- 
fore rulers for the sake of Christ. Bold- 
ness for God comes in answer to prayer, 
as we obey. Desire boldness for present 
duty. Ask the Lord to make you strong 
in grace. Fear the Lord so much that 
you will not be afraid of man. Pray for 
the President of Korea, 


Fri—Acts 9:23-31. Paul’s Confidence. 

PRAYER SUGGESTIONS: “He spake boldly 
in the name of the Lord Jesus, and dis- 
puted against the Grecians: but they 
went about to slay him.” Children of 
grace are lively at spiritual birth. Paul 
was immediately bold for God, confess- 
ing Jesus as Lord and Christ. It is lovely 
to see a soul bold in the Spirit of Christ. 
Pray for such converts. We need to see 
some amazingly transformed souls. Pray 
for General and Madame Chiang Kai- 
shek (Free China). 


Sat.—1 Corinthians 16:10-14. 
A Call to Courage. 
PRAYER SuGGESTIONS: “Watch ye, stand 
fast in the faith, quit you like men, be 
strong.” Weak Christians weaken the 
Church and hinder the cause of God. 
God’s men need to be wide-awake, 
strong, and Manly. It is high time to be 
awake. Be bold for God and His Gos- 
pel. Be frank, but not a crank. Speak 
truth boldly, never coldly nor unkindly. 
Communion with God makes one strong. 
Pray for Prime Minister Nehru of India,
